U2 Spy Pilot 


Is Praised, 
Keeps Old Job 


Powers Testifies 
Before Solons, Leaves 
On Secret Vacation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Praise 
from several senators has capped 
Francis Gary Powers* story of 
his U2 flight over the Soviet Un­ 
ion. his capture and imprison­ 
ment in one of the cold w ar’s 
hottest episodes. 
It was an exciting story the 
soft-spoken pilot told Tuesday in 
a 
90-minute 
appearance 
before 
the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee—of a mystery explosion 12 
miles up, a spinning plane and 
long hours of questioning. 
Then as secretly as he came, 
the 
high 
altitude 
flier 
slipped 
away for a vacation. 
CIA Director John A. McCone 
told reporters Powers will con­ 
tinue to be employed by the CIA. 
“We have additional work for 
him to do,” McCone said. “ I hope 
today’s hearing has cleared up 
any cloud that may have been 
hanging over him .” 
After the hearing Powers linked 
his arm s with two sisters and 
went off for what he said will be 
a 
vacation 
at an unannounced 
place. He indicated he plans no 
news conference such as Presi­ 
dent Kennedy said the pilot would 
be free to hold. 
In the faint country twang of 
southwest Virginia 
Powers told 
the committee in a packed hear­ 
ing room, where spectators often 
broke 
into 
applause, that 
he 
doesn’t really know what caused 
the 
explosion 
that 
downed 
his 
plane. 
He said the blast, which fired 
the sky with orange, “ sounded 
like a ‘shump.’ ” He conceded it 
might have come from a near- 
miss by a Soviet rocket. 
Powers* recital of his efforts to 
fight to get out of the U2 and 
his disposal 
of a map while rid­ 
ing his parachute down obviously 
impressed 
senators 
and 
spec­ 
tators. 


Senators nodded approval as he 
testified that when his efforts to 
invert a cover story failed he de­ 
cided to tell the Russians he was 
linked with the CIA—as he said 
he had been instructed to do if 
he 
was 
captured—but 
withheld 
some vital information. 
The 
biggest 
outburst 
of 
ap­ 
plause came when Powers raised 
his voice to say that during his 
ordeal of capture, 
imprisonment, 
endless hours of questioning, trial 
and sentence he always rem em ­ 
bered that “ I am an American.” 
At another point he cried loud­ 
ly, “ Oh, no” when he was asked 
if he were under obligation to 
kill himself if captured. 
Even 
before 
Powers 
testified 
the CIA said in a report the 32- 
year-old pilot had lived up to his 
instructions and “ his obligations 
as 
an 
Am erican.” 
The 
report 
said he would get his back pay, 
amounting to about $50,000. 
Not all the senators commented 
during the session, but Sen. Lev­ 
erett Saltonstall, R Mass., led off 
the praise when he told the flier 
he wanted to commend him as a 
“ courageous, fine young American 
citizen who lived up to his instruc­ 
tions and did the best you could 
under very difficult circum stanc­ 
es.” 
Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., said 
he was “satisfied to learn you 
have been fully exonerated.”

A petition and a resolution ad­ 
vocating construction of sidewalks 
and curbs and gutters on Fair­ 
view Ave. hit a snag in City Coun­ 
cil last night.

To $100,000 


Bribe Case 


NEW YORK (AP) — A federal 
prosecutor has charged that the 
late Sen. George H. Bender, Ohio 
Republican, accepted a $100,000 
bribe to quash a stock fraud in 
vestigation. 
The accusation was made Tues 
day by Asst. U.S. Atty. Gerald 
Walpin as he was finishing his 
opening statem ent in the trial of 
12 men and four corporate de 
fendants in the stock fraud case 
The defendants were 
indicted 
for allegedly selling 575,000 shares 
of 
unregistered 
stock 
of 
the 
United Dye and Chemical Corp., 
now known as Chemoil Industries 
Inc., in 1955 and 1956, costing the 
public $5 million, 
Walpin said a defendant — oil 
prom oter Samuel S. Garfield of 
Clare, Mich. — paid the money 
to Bender. Bender at the time 
was special assistant to the sec­ 
retary of the interior in the Ei­ 
senhower administration. 
“ The government will show,” 
Walpin said, “ that when the in­ 
vestigation 
commenced 
the 
de­ 
fendant Garfield paid $100,000 to 
form er Sen George Bender, then 
special assistant to the secretary 
of 
the 
interior 
of 
the 
United 
States government, in order to 
get this investigation quashed.” 
Bender, who had served several 
term s 
as 
a 
congressman from 
Ohio, was in the Senate from 
1954 to 1956. He died last June 17 
at the age of 64. 
Walpin said two other defend­ 
ants shared responsibility for the 
bribe attempt. He named them 
as Virgil D Dardi of New York,

It was a week ago today that 
surgeons at Chicago's Shrine Hos­ 
pital for Crippled Children ampu­ 
tated Susie’s right leg at the knee. 
Previous 
surgery had indicated 
that the amputations were neces­ 
sary to help overcome a congeni­ 
tal condition which prevented the 
muscles in the lower extremities 
front developing. 
Susie is now embarked on per­ 
haps a year of surgery, therapy, 
being fitted with artificial limbs 
and learning how to use them.

Winter’s most violent storm for 
much of the East delivered a vi­ 
cious parting kick today in the 
form 
of 
shore-shattering 
tides, 
snarled transportation, devastat­ 
ing fires, flooded towns and heavy 
wind and water damage. 
At least 20 deaths were counted, 
and 8 persons were reported m iss­ 
ing. 
The tempest had c a r r i e d the 
rem nants of its cargo of snow and 
freezing rain out to sea 
after 
dumping up to three feet of flakes 
in some inland areas. 
But its backlash of staggering 
winds—reported 
as high 
as 
84 
miles per hour or hurricane veloc­ 
ity at Block Island, R.I.—churned 
seas into mountainous waves and 
sent them smashing into coastal 
areas from Virginia to New Eng­ 
land. 
Authorities were planning com­ 
plete evacuation of storm -battered 
Ocean City, N.J., a summer resort 
with a year-round population of 
about LOPO. The raging tides had 
put the town under several feet 
of water. Fires destroyed at least 
two buildings. 
Some winter residents of Fire 
Island, a summer playground off 
the South Shore of New York’s 
Long Island, 
were reported 
to 
have appealed to the mainland for 
someone to come get them. It was 
not immediately possible because 
of the high seas. 
Commuter train and ferry serv­ 
ice in the New York metropolitan 
area was snagged again today. 
Ferry service linking Manhat 
tan and northern New Jersey was 
halted, but boats continued to ply 
between Manhattan and Staten Is­ 
land 
across the harbor to the 
south.

U.S. Army Exchanging 
Berlin Baffle Groups 
BERLIN (AP)—The U.S. Army 
today resumed exchange of two 
battle groups in the Berlin garri­ 
son after a day’s delay caused by 
heavy snow.

committee 
from Britain’s Royal College of 
Surgeons reported today after a 
two-year 
study 
that 
cigarette 
smoking may be a contributing 
cause of death from a number of 
diseases besides lung cancer. 
The 
committee 
studied 
thou­ 
sands of case histories and exam ­ 
ined more than 200 other medical 
inquiries into smoking. Some of 
their conclusions leaked out sev­ 
eral weeks ago. But the full 70- 
page report was not made public 
until today. 
Here are some of their findings: 
Cigarette smoking is the most 
likely cause of the recent world­ 
wide increase in deaths from lung 
cancer; 
The 
habit 
probably increases 
the risk of death from coronary 
heart disease, particularly in ear 
ly middle age; 
It may be partly responsible for 
tuberculosis deaths among elderly 
men; 
Smoking may be a contributory 
factor in cancer of the mouth, 
pharynx, esophagus and bladder; 
It may be a reason for the 
increased mortality from peptic 
ulcers; and 
It is an important predisposing 
cause in development of chronic 
bronchitis.

U.S. Launches 
New, Complex 
Science 'Moon' 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—A 
solar 
observatory 
satellite 
was fired into orbit today to learn 
how solar radiation influences the 
weather and other conditions on 
earth and how great a threat it 
is to manned space flight. 
The satellite, nicknamed OSD 
for 
orbiting 
solar 
observatory, 
was packed with instrument*; to 
give scientists their first clear 
look at basic mysteries of the sun. 
The 
458-pound 
OSO 
payload 
roared away from this spaceport 
at 11:06 a rn. (EST) aboard a 
Thor-Delta rocket. All three stag­ 
es ignited as planned and pro 
pelled the craft into orbit about 
350 
miles 
above 
the 
earth 
at 
17,000 miles an hour. 
Less than an hour later, the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration reported that ra ­ 
dio signals received by ground 
stations indicated the satellite was 
in orbit. 
One of the most complex scien­ 
tific payloads ever sent aloft, OSO 
was designed to make the first 
comprehensive study of the sun 
from a vantage point above the 
distorting influence of the earth’s 
atmosphere. 
The new space traveler is the 
first of several such observatories 
planned to unravel puzzles of sun- 
earth relations. Space agency of­ 
ficials hope to launch at least one 
a year to chart a full 11-year sun­ 
spot cycle. 
Sunspots are violent eruptions 
on the face of the sun ranging in 
area from IOO miles to more than 
150,000 miles in diameter. They 
are believed to be venting valves 
for tremendous forces at work be­ 
low* the sun’s surface where tem ­ 
peratures 
reach 50 million de­ 
grees fahrenheit. 
These explosions unleash great 
clouds of radiation which spread 
at incredible speed throughout the 
solar system—with some of the 
hot-red particles zipping the 93 
milhon miles to the earth’s urn- 
brelia-like atmosphere in IO min­ 
utes. 
The 
atmosphere 
protects 
us 
from most of this lethal radiation 
by 
absorbing or deflecting the 
rays—such 
as 
X rays, 
gam m a, 
ultra-violet and infrared. If they 
penetrated, life as now known on 
earth would not exist. 
The atmosphere also prevents 
ground instruments from obtain­ 
ing a clear idea how this radia. 
tion affects the earth’s weather, 
influences radio communications!

belts and bears on the structure 
and evolution of the stars.

Crisis on Horizon 


One of the apparent inconsistencies of 
American world relations is that the Unit­ 
ed States exported $20.1 billion in goods 
and services last year compared to $14.4 
billion of imports — a favorable trade bal­ 
ance of $5.7 billion. Yet this 
nation c o n- 
tinues to struggle with a deficit in its in­ 
ternational payments. 
A crisis in that deficit may be approach­ 
ing because exports are expected to de­ 
cline this year. 
The answer is. of course, that Washing­ 
ton is pouring out more economic and 
military aid. and the tourist outflow is so 
much greater than the inflow, that the 
$5.7 billion export surplus will not cover 
dollar expenditures in the aid and tourist 
areas. The U. S. international payments

deficit was $2.5 billion last year, which 
means gold held by the U. S. government 
declined by that amount. 
Washington has been trying to get the 
prosperous West Europe nations and Bri­ 
tain to assume more of the expenses of 
NATO defenses and to help Uncle Sam 
shoulder the burden of aiding underdevel- j 
oped countries so they can resist commun­ 
ist infiltration. 
Perhaps the U. S. will never have a 
more favorable trade balance than n o w. 
But that strengthening factor will be dis­ 
sipated if Washington gives it all back and 
more besides. 
This country’s only hope is to bring the 
entire international payments structure 
into balance, one way or another.

Col­ 
onel Glenn addressed the Mayor's 
luncheon in New York without a 
manuscript, in eloquent, forenisic 
English. He reminded me of W’ill 
Rogers at his best. 
The astronaut’s wife, Annie, rid­ 
ing t h r o u g h the rain in Wash­ 
ington, was a picture of what in 
Europe would be called the “well­ 
born,” for this is universally true, 
that they who are aristocrats by 
nature need not wear the trappings 
of aristocracy to be appreciated. 
Somehow, this f a m i l y brought 
back the American small town into 
our lives and it is clean and 
wholesome and decent. 
One of the major social illnesses 
of American life since Prohibition 
has been an increasing vulgarity 
in p r i v a t e conduct. Good man­ 
ners have gone by the board and 
nobody wants to be a square, not 
even a grandmother who finds it 
necessary to wear a wig and now­ 
adays do the twist, an imitation of 
African licentiousness, particular­ 
ly ugly when done by adults. May­ 
be Victorian manners were stuffy 
and h e a v y but they were not 
cheap and vulgar. The bar-room 
was not brought into the home nor 
did one sit down to dinner with 
floosies and degenerates. They had 
their place somewhere in the dark. 
W h e n manners go by the board, 
morals cease to exist and a home 
can be a brothel no matter how 
many children are in it. 
The Prohibition era with its Flap­ 
pers and the mixing of “family” 
p e p I e with whoever could pro­ 
vide liquid entertainment left its 
mark upon society and whoever 
raises his voice “fo the good old 
days” sounds like an old fogey 
which he may very well be. 
But as one saw on the television 
screen, hour after hour, this fine 
family of Americans who so obvi­ 
ously live the family life, which 
we hold out as our way of life, 
whose relationship is one of un­

In a national 
emergency not only must great 
rf fiance Im- placed upon self help 
within families hut b l o c k s , 
neighfeorbe' tis and communities 
must also be prepared to meet 
the continuing nursing needs of 
large numbers of the sick and in 
jured. 
The nursing care required for 
injuries 
and illnesses 
resulting 
from a major disaster of modem 
warfare is similar to that needed 
in usual situations 
Some preparations for the health 
of families in an emergency are 
as s i m p l e as they are import­ 
ant. Far e x a rn p I e. there are 
certain supplies to have on hand.

AT least one 
member of the 
family should take the American 
Red Cross first aid and home nur­ 
sing courses and other such ap­ 
proved courses when they are av­ 
ailable in the community. Persons 
s h o u l d make sure all vaccina­ 
tions such as smallpox, tetanus 
shots and others recommended by 
physicians are kept up to date for 
all in e rn b e r s of the family. 
Methods of emergency care and 
treatment of the sick and injured 
may serve to keep a sick or injur­ 
ed member of the family alive un­ 
til professional help arrives. 
There may 
he a 
bed 
ridden 
member of the family at the time 
of a Civil Defense emergency. 
Tlans should be made now for 
transporting this patient to the 
family s h e l t e r .

supplies,

Every home m a k e r should 
know how to change a bed with 


a patient in the bed; how to prop­ 
el <\ give a bed bath; to turn a 
bedridden patient, keeping good 
posture so as not to injure your­ 
self; how to give good care to the 
back and other pressure areas 
to aid blood circulation and pre 
vent bed sores. 
E n d e r emergency conditions j 
nursing assistants will be expect- : 
ed to perform duties in their own J 
homes, shelters, emergency hos­ 
pitals or emergency medical sta 
lions 
During the immediate em­ 
ergency period good general nurs 
ins care is of primary importance 
for all patients, who may be fright­ 
ened cold hungry or thirsty. 
Emotional problems are greatly 
im Teased., particularly under con­ 
ditions of confined living. They 
will vary with the mental and phy­ 
sical condition of the individual 
Patients should be kept quiet and 
made comfortable as quickly as 
p o s s i b l e by providing proper 
support and cover and by giving 
what ever food and liquids are 
permitted and available. 


VERSING 
assistants can help 
set up and improvise equipment 
and supplies wherever they may 
be needed. Limited facilities and 
supplies 
will 
necessitate

adaptations. 
For example, newspapers may 
be used under mattresses on the

Glenn Beall, R-Md. 
Powers filled in with vivid de­ 
tail many of the highlights of his 
adventure May I, 1960. 
When he was winging high over 
the Ural Sea he saw two vapor 
trails far below him that might 
come from Soviet jets hunting for 
him. 
“ I don’t think they ever 
saw m e,” said Powers. 
When he had landed by para­ 
chute he saw another parachute 
in the sky. not a part of his 
plane’s equipment. At the time, 
he said he speculated it might 
be a parachute bringing back part 
of a fired Russian rocket. 
The Soviets claim a rocket shot 
down the U2. Powers apparently 
was 
convinced 
it was 
a 
near 
miss, and no hit. 
Powers said. “ I feel that the ex­ 
plosion was external to the air­ 
craft and behind me, but I really 
don’t know.” 
He said his first reaction was 
to reach for what he called the 
“destruct switches.’ These were 
connected to 
2^-pound charge 
set to dam age the photographic 
equipment. 
While 
Powers never made it 
clear if this also would destroy 
the plane. Sen. Barry Coldwater, 
R-Ariz., said such a charge would 
have been highly damaging to the 
plane itself. Coldwater is a re­ 
serve Air Force general. 
Powers said there was a good 
reason why he couldn’t use the 
pilot ejection mechanism provided 
in the plane. 
“ In this particular aircraft,” he 
said, “ there isn’t much clearance 
between the pilot's knees and the 
top of the windshield. If I had 
used the ejection seat at that 
time I would probably have lost 
both legs just above the knees ” 
Powers said he tried to invent 
a story that he was off course 
but the Soviets wouldn’t buy it 
cs 
they 
had found the poison 
needle, maps of the Soviet Union, 
Russian rubles and other equip­ 
ment. 
Powers said he was questioned 
as much as IO or 12 hours daily 
for some time. He said he was 
not m istreated. 
Although his orders gave him 
authority to cooperate and 
an 
swer most questions, Powers said, 
he was a reluctant witness under 
pre-trial interrogation. 
Did the Russians misquote him 
as having said he made a terrible 
m istake in flying a mission over 
So vie* soil and was sorry? 
“ No,” he said, “that wasn’t a 
misquotation. I made this state 
ment on the advice of my de­ 
fense counsel, and also because it 
was easy to say I was sorry. What 
I meant by saying that, and what 
I wanted them to think I meant 
was quite different. 
“ My main sorrow was that my 
mission failed, and I was sorry 
that I was there and it was caus­ 
ing a lot of adverse publicity to 
the States.”

Another Political 
Quest Is Now Hinted 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) 
— 
Ex-President 
Janio 
Quadros 
makes his long-awaited return to 
Brazil today for what most people 
believe will be a new quest for 
political power. He has given no 
hint of his plans. 
Quadros, whose sudden resigna­ 
tion last August brought Brazil to 
the verge of civil war, arrives 
with his family aboard the steam 
ship Ruys at the coffee port of 
Santos, 210 miles southwest of Rio. 
Friends, political allies and the 
usual turnout of the curious wore 
expected to be on hand to wel 
come the 55-year-old leader back 
from his six months of self-im­ 
posed exile. No official red carpet 
reception was scheduled. 
The Foreign Office reportedly 
dispatched a representative to ex­ 
tend protocol courtesies, but high 
government 
officials, 
including 
former members of Quadros’ Cab­ 
inet. denied reports they would be 
on hand. 
Quadros quit after eight months 
in the presidency blaming forces 
inside and 
outside 
the 
country 
which he said were hamstringing 
his policies. Brazil at the time 
was beset by economic ills and 
mounting political unrest. The sit­ 
uation has worsened. 
The government that succeeded 
Quadros was born out of a hastily 
improvised parliam entary system 
forced on the nation by conserva­ 
tive military opposition to left- 
leaning Vice President Joao Gou- 
lart, who succeeded Quadros. The 
government has been unable to 
control 
the 
galloping 
inflation 
plaguing Brazil.
